High-grade investment issues, ei- 


ther of early or distant maturities, 
are not now in general 'demand. The 
relatively better demand for long- 
term issues than short-term, howev- 
er, indicates that the large inves- 
tors, who are buying any bonds at 
all do not expect present high money 
rates to continue indefinitely. Hence 
they are seeking to tie up strictly in- 
vestment funds in the longer matur- 
ities in order to take full advantage 
of the present yields. In spite of the 
highly attractive yield on short-term 
issues of unquestioned security, they 
are not in demand. Investors 
feel 


that the situation is temporary, and 
that they may not be able to invest 
funds coming in from short-term ma- 
turities a year or two hence to the 
same advantage that they now can 
invest in the longer maturities. 


A striking example of this was 


brought to my attention recently. A 
large investment house offered for 
sale for one of its customers some 
4 per cent bonds maturing in about 
six weeks. These are bonds of the 
largest and strongest public utility, 
enterprise in the United States. 


They are as good as gold. Still the 


best bid that could be obtained was 


In other words, no one would 


buy those absolutely safe bonds for 
six weeks maturity at a yiefld, for 
this brief period, which figures out 
aproxirnately 11 per cent. On the 
other hand, good long-term bonds are 
being bought on a 4.80 to 5 per cent 
basis. Obviously, -the expectation, is 
for lower interest rates and higher 
bond prices in the future. 


CORRECT IN PAST 


Whether this period of Intense 


money strain and very high inter 
est rates is to be temporary or of 
longer duration is of vital import- 
ance to the bond market, the stock 
market, and to business. If tlte pres- 
ent phenomenon of short-term notes 
yielding higher than long-term bonds 
means anything regarding the fut- 
ure of interest rates, it is worth care- 
ful study, because it reflects the com- 
posite opinion of large investors. As 
[ have said, when in the past short- 
term yields have exceeded those of 
onger maturity, the occurence has 
jeen followed by a. period of dcclin- 
ng interest rates and 
increasing

For ilustration, in the critical mon- 


ey situation ol June, 3929. interest 
rates on the four to six months com- 
mercial paper were around 7.95 per 
cent.

terest rates cannot endure forever.

With 
these facts in mind, investors should 
buy good short-term and long-term 
issues and receive a high income re- 
turn, and substantial appreciation in 
value over the next few years.

should be in a strong investment po- 
sition with only a minor part of their 
funds in a few good long-growth 
stocks. The major portion of their 
investment capital should now be In 
bonds.

Its opponents will be considerably 


handicapped hi their battle because 
of the narrow limits to which they 
must confine their attack.. All they 
are permitted to do under parliamen- 
tary rules is attach amendments to 
the two Assembly amendments. They 
cannot level their fire at the bill it- 
self. 


Under these circumstances, their 


only hope is to amend the amend- 
ments sufficiently to smother the bill, 
or keep it bobbing back 
and forth 


between the two houses indefinitely. 
Amending the amendments is diffi-

WORST REACTION IN 


5 YEARS THIS WEEK 


"Credit Scare" Wipes Out 


Advantage of 
O'Fallon 


Case Decision

X«w York—OP)—The stock market 


this week experienced the -worst re- 
action since the beginning of the 
big "bull" market five years, ago. 
The break came on the heels of the 
filing of a favorable decision by the 
V. S. supreme 
court in the 
St. 


Louis and O'Fallon case, regarded as 
the most "bullish" development of 
the year. 


The two events were not related. 


however, as the reaction in stocks 
•was generally attributed to another 
"credit scare" created by the an- 
•nouncement that the Federal 
Tie- 


serve banks be permitted to increase 
their rediscount rates from 5 to 6 
per cent when they requested such 
action. 


"Wall-st had expected that a fav- 


orable decision in the O'Fallon case, 
upsetting the valuation 
placed on 


the road by the Interstate Commerce 
commission and indirectly affecting 
billions of dollars of other railroad 
property, would bring1 a revival of 
bullish activity. Nearly all railroad 
stocks rallied briskly -when the de- 
cision became known, but the gains 
were substantially reduced 
later 


•when, a general wave of liquidation 
developed in other stocks. 


No change was made, in either 


ihe New York or Chicago Federal 
Keserve bank rates this'week. Di- 
rectors of both 
institutions 
were 


unofficially reported >%to be in favor 
of an increase but found it impos- 
sible to get the permission of the 
Federal Eeserve board. 
This was 


interpreted in some quarters as an 
indication that the treasury depart- 
ment wished to get the June financ-
